The report says In part: 
"The great majority of the city ba- 


tteries are located In cellars or base- 
ments, - many of which have beon con- 
verted from storehouses for ashes and 
rubbish without surrendering the orig- 
inal purpose for which tha o&llars wore 
planned. Ventilation Is Inadequate and 
windows , often open Into filthy back- 
yards. More than half of the bakeries 
visited had broken or littered floors and 
filthy VaUB. 


SEWER PIPES IN HOOM. 


"In 26 per cant of the places the sswer 
pips ran thro-utrh tho . mixing room, tho 
collected moisture dripping into the mix- 
ing vats and over the utensils and ma- 
terials. 
"In half- the bakeries visited the flour 
ana other materials were stored -without 
regard for cleanliness. 
Open barrels of 


flour were found close to rubbish and old 
ragrs. Most of the places have no pro- 
vision for the clothing of the employes 
and tha investigators found shoes In 
mixing vkts, coats and trousers on mix- 
ing- boards, and in some cases on the ris- 
ing dough itself. 
Two 
bakers 
were 


found asleep on the mixing board. Gats 
were found reposing on rising dough 
and in barrels of^flour. 
One baker ac- 


knowledged that-n-ie had nerer cleaned 
his tins. 
"One-third of tho bakeries contained 
animals of some kind.- In two. places 
chickens were running about, while one 
baker allowed his rabbits ttie freedom 
of the mixing room,"
